Ono of tho Seminoles’ top fans, Dr, Campbell is now in his 18th year an 
prouidont of Florida Stale, When he assumed the post In 194} the former 
Flotider Stale College for Women had less than 2,000 students with a faculty 
numbering leas than 200. 

Ho has watchod (ho co-educational university grow to an enrollment of 
more than 8,000 and a facully of more than 600. 

An avid football enthusiast, indocd, Dr, Campbell has aluo devoted 
a great deal of lime to studies in highor education. He has conducted 
and published numerous surveys of higher Institutions in the southern 
ataton, 

In 1937 ho was chosen congullant to President Roowovell's Advisory Com- 
mnitioo on Education, Ho is a pasl prosidont of the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools. He has alio served as a member of the 
Board of the Florida Stale Chamber of Commerce for 14 years. 

Boloro coming 10 Tallahassee, Dr, Campbell was associated with George 
Pecibody College for 14 yoars, 

Following his qraduailon from Quachiter Colloge in Arkadelphia, Atk, In

Wilh a record of 37-3142 in the college coaching ranks, Tom Nugent begins 
his fourth season as gridmaster of tho Florida Stato University Seminoies. 

The 4%yoarold Nugent is becoming nationally known as one of tho 
brightest young couches in the business and for veveral years has had the 
reputation of boing ono of the best innovators in the game. 

It was Nugent who invented the typewsiter huddle, the famed I for- 
mation and the double quarterback. 

‘The Lawrence, Massachusetts, relive came lo Florida Stato in 1953 alter 
having served four highly succosslul years ot Virginia Military Institute, his 
first calloge coaching postion. Afer pulting the Keydels on tho footbetll 
imap, the popular mentor turned his atientions jo FSU and has led the 
Seminoles to 18 victories and 13 losses. Out of this record has come a major 
rating for Florida Stato in football, awarded last year. 

A 1936 qraduaie of Thaca Gollege in Now York, Nugent coached the 
freshman loam thore while ko continued wilh graduate work. He ralured 
fo his home town of Lawronce the next season ta begin his head football 
coaching carsor when ho directed the Essex Training School teams in football, 
basketball and basoball, Four years at Essox produced two undefoctod 
football teams and a 35-3 record, 

Nugont entored the Air Forco in 1941 and was named head football 
coach of the Rosecrans (Mo,) Air Base Flyers, Other duties there in- 
cluded writing and directing shows for the ontertainmont of troops. 
Nugent was and slill is quite @ song and dance man and his flair for 
showmenship is strongly evident by the flashy teams ho prosenis on 
the gridiron. 

Aftor his dischcuge in 1946, Nugent was appointed head coach at Williams 
burg (Va.) High. He won nine in a row there. ‘Tom then moved ta Hopewoll 
(Va) High In 1947 and in Iwo years won 15 of 19 gamoa 

Nugent then took over at Vireinia Military Instituto and in threo years 
the Koydols were Southorn Conforonco champions, sharing the title in 1951 
with Maryland, After four years at VMI and with a 19-182 record, ‘Tom 
look ovor the leadership of Florida Slato's lootball foriimes in 1953. 

A rospoctablo 5-5 mark grocted Nugont’s first offorts at FSU and 
then Tom’s touch burst all over tho placo in 1954 as his Sominoles 
paraded through a tough achodule for @ rosounding 8-3 season, 

Wilh cr major rating following the 1954 campaign, tho Seminoles slepped 
into the big time for the fit time last year ond came oul with «& qood 
standard,

Tom Nugent's I Formation

Tom Nugent, football coach at Florida State University, in- 
vented the unorthodox, but potent I formation, But Rube 
McCray, as head coach amd athletic director at William & 
Mary College, was the reason behind it. 

Nugent droamed up tho idea of having bis backs ned up behind the 
center to smash McCray's boast thal no loam could run off tackle against 
William & Mary. 

That was elaht yoars ago when Nugent was coaching his first o! four 
yoars al Virginia Military Instiiute, Bul it had ita true beginning threo yoors 
earlier when Nugent coached in high school al Williamsburg, Va. and 
doubled as tho clty reeroatlon director. 

McCray was then at William & Mary and also served as the un- 
paid supervisor of recreation and chairman of the city recreation board, 
which mado him Nugent's boss. 


“My high school team did reel woll," says Nugent, "McCray, for some 
reason | never understood, took dislike lo my Iittle high school team. He 
took il out on mo as recreation director. He needled me on ovorything. It 
got to bo loo much ond I resigned ts coach and recroation director.

Since coming to FSU Whilcomb has doveloped tho 128-pleco Marching 
Chiefs into one of the most outstanding musical organizations of Sl kind in 
the nation, 

Al Ohio Slato he directed tho university band in ita famous woetward 
jaunt to the Roso Howl in 1850, Whitcomb has appeared as lecturer, quest 
conductor, clinician and adjudlealor in 12 slates. Ho saw service as a com- 
bat infantryman in World War Il and was twico awarded the Bronzo Slar 
for meritorious service in combat in Franco. 

Tho Marching Chiols, which includes 180 personnel, ip (uly an allsouthern 
band duo {o its appoarances throughout tho south and its prodeminantly 
alksouthorn personnel. Tho Marching Chiefs have appoured in Alabama, 
Florida, Gooraia, Mississippi and Texas with a posglbility of adding Ponn- 
aylvania to tho Hist this year. 

Whitcomb, also a music profonsor, recolved Bacholor of Music and Masters 
doqroca from Norlhwestom University, Ho's a nativo of Mallon, Wisconsin, 

Band Day al Floride Stato, planned Oclobor 6 this year, Is one of tho 
highlighis of the Marching Chiofs spociacular shows because It brings to- 
gether some of the finest high school bands in Florida, Georgia and Alabama. 

Band Day was firs! inaugurated al FSU in 1951 and it has grown from 
some 19 bands to over 30. This will bo the sixth annual edition of the event 
and promises to lop all tho rest.
